downregulating/modulating HIV-fusion cofactor expression. 

Group III. Claims 21-32, drawn to methods of treating a subject having an 

HIV-1 mfection with an agent which stimulates a CD28-associated 
signal. 

Group IV. Claims 33-42, drawn to methods of treating a subject having an 
HIV-1 infection with an agent comprising obtaining T cells and 
contacting said T cells with an agent which stimulates a CD28- 
associated signal. 

Group V. Claims 43-46, drawn to a composition comprising an anti-CD28 
antibody. 

Group VI. Claims 43-45, 47-48, and 51, drawn to a composition comprising 
an anti-CTLA-4 antibody. 

Group VII. Claims 43-45, 49-50, and 52-53, drawn to a composition

Accordingly, Applicants hereby elect species A (an anti-CD28 antibody). 

It is the Applicants' understanding that under 35 U.S.C. §121, an election of a 
single species for prosecution on the merits is required, to which the claims will be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held allowable. Currently claim 1 is generic 
Upon the allowance of the generic claim. Applicants will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or othenvise include all 
the limitationsofan allowed genericclaim as provided by 37 C.F.R.§ 1.141 etseg.
